countries, We bave before rewarked that, to the Entente peoples, 
the very word “ pesce,” aa used in connection with the present 
campaign, is obnozxioua; for it implies that there are faulia on both 
sides and that eome means is conceivable whereby fighting may 
cease and the belligerents may settle their differences on the mutual 
concession plan. Thero is no room for the word “ peace” jn its 
political sense here, any more than there is room for friendship or 
parley between jadge and murderer. The Allies ore engaged on a 
mighty punitive expedition, and not until the offenders surrender 
or are captured can there be any hopo of ceazation of hostilities. 
His Holiness the Pope, with the best of intentions, has implored the 
nations at war to bury their grievances. By virtue of hia exalted 
position in the religious world he is committed to certain beliofs 
and to the exercise of a tolerance towards the ill-doer whioh would 
be impossible in the ordinary politician or man of the world. His 
view ie 8 paternal cne, and hie feelings on seeing the world at war 
might be compared to those of s father who, having to judga 
between his quarreleome children, is anxious not to favour one above 
another.

Two Indian bWatchmen In the 
Dock. 


Yot another murder trial was 
commenced this. morning, the 
case being opened beforo Mr, 
Lindeell at the Polica Court, Tho 
acoused were Gager Singh, eged 
26,0 watchman employed by the 
Hongkong sod Whampoa Dook 
Oo., Ltd,, at Hanghom, and Bols 
Singh, sged 17, watchmen 
employed by the Green Ieland 
Cement Company, who were both 
charged with the murder of 
Anand Singh, at Hunghom, on 
the night of November 15, 

Mr. G. N. Orme, who conduot- 
od the osse for the prosecution 
enid that the firat defondant had 
a wife who lived et 30, Kowloon 
Oity Road. The deceased wasa 
watchman employed by the Oo- 
ment Company and lived op the 
premises. widenca would be 
given that the deceased was on 
intimate terms with tho firet de- 
fendant and it would appear thet, 
he entertained affections for the 
firat defendant's wife. The firat 
defendant remonatrated with his 
wife about her relations with the 
decesaed and best her on that 
soogunt. Mr. Orme here men- 
tioned that under the law 
for the preservation of public 
morality and. the privacy of 
married life be was unable to 
call the wife of the firat defendant 
for the prosecution, but it. was 
open for the defendant tocall her 
atany time. It was certain that 
the firat defendant hed protested 
against the relations existing 
between his wife and the decoss- 
ed, and he aateulted her, in con- 
sequence of which she was 
admitted to tho hospital last 
month anffering from bruises. 
She was visited by the deceased 
in the hospital and soon after- 
wards by hor husband. On the 
15th of laat month the deconsed 
was at work at the coment works 
asceual in themorning, as aleo was 
the first defendant who drew his 
pay at about 5 p.m. He waa sleo 
on duty as usual until midnight. 
Tho eeoond defendant was not 
seen between the Saturday and 
Moendsy, bat was seen in the 
cement worke in company with 
the deceased at about 4 o'clock 
on tha 16th. The two men left 
together, proceeding in the direo- 
tion of the defendant's house, 
Abov' midnight, when tho de- 
cease ‘ailed to return to the 
ror? juiries were made sbout 
him, .< nothing was found 
during the night. He was aiill 
missing in the morning and the 
matter waa reported to the police. 
At about 11 o'clock Deteotive 
Shannan, of the Hunghom 
Police Station, proceeded to a 
potatos field behind some 
houses in the Kowloon City 

and found the 
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which showed that thoy were per- 
footly frank about the cause of 
the death of the deceased; saying 
it was beoause of the intimacy 
hbetereen the deceased snd the 
firat defendant's wifo, to which 
they objected. 

Orme went on to call 
evidence to prove the plans of 
the .epot, He alao called Dr. 
Woodman, medion] officer st 
Kowloon, who described the de- 
ceased’a injaries, saying death 
was apparently due to atrangula- 
tion; and Dr. Maofarlans,who had 
examined tho deceased’ oloth- 
ing, finding traces of blood. 

A detective stated that ho went 
to 80, Kowloon City Road and 
arrested both defendants on the 
bed. He found the pieceaof wood 
(produced) which had been cut 
out of tha flooring between the 
two beds. : 

Inspector Lammont deposed 
that he wont toa small field and 
found the body, which was 
lying face downwards, . tt waa 
quite cold. It was dressed 
in s blue azailor’s jacket, 
black satin waistcoat, a light 
green cotton shirt, grey 
flannel trousers, white cotton 
drawers and white cotton ahoea. 
A wrist watch which had stopped 
st 11.40 was attached to the Toft 
wrist. . 

His Worehip':-—Tho watoh bad 
stopped ? 

Mr, Orme :—Yes, bat I do not 
want to make a point of that, 
because it does not ehow 
anything. 

Witness, continuing, said there 
was no turban and the hair wae 
hanging down over the nock and 
shoviders. The right side of the 
coat and trousora were covered 
with mud of a different 
coloor to thst which was 
found ir. the field. There 
wore no marke on the field which 
would indicate a struggle. On 
the body wasa rope, round the 
peck; it was knotted round on 
the back of the neck, The rope 
was ton feet long. 

His Worship:—Was it a slip- 
knot ?—No, sir/it waa atanding 
knot and it was impowsible to get 
the finger between tho rope and 
the neck, and part of the skin of 
the neck wascaught, There was 
also blood on the rope. He 
turned over the body and found a 
wound behind the right eyabrow. 
After stripping the body, he 
found bruises on the 
algo searched the pockets and 
found a purse containing 
a silver dollar, five ten- 
cent pieces and nine copper 
coins, To the shirt sleeves silver 
links were attached, and a bunob 
of keys with police whistle at- 
tached was also found. Wit- 
ness knew the deceased and 
identified the body os that of 
the head watchman at the 
cement works, Together with 
the last witness, he visited 
30, Kowloon Oity Road. The 
firat floor, had been newly wash- 
od. It. was still wet and 
o1 it were two beds, a box, 
a chair end oa few 
boards standing in one corner. 
Some clothes had also been newly 
washed and were hanging up to 
dry. A pair of braces was hang- 
ing up to dry also, At that 
time he did not ses any blood. 
Ontaide be notiosd that- the 
mortar edga on the back window- 
sill had been newly broken and 
had fallon to the ground. 

After farther evidence, the caso 
was adjourned antil to-morrow. .
